Governor’s Statement. 

Governor Small issued the following 
statement : 

“To the People of Illinois: Supple- ] 

menting a statement Issued by nttor- 
l neys, Hon. Joseph W. Flfer, former 
governor of Illinois; lion. James M. 
Graham, former member of congress, 1 
and Hon. George G. GiUespie, I desire 
to advise you ns follows: 

“When Attorney General Brundnge 
succeeded In securing from the Sanga- 
mon county grand jury his indictment 
against me, my lirst impulse, knowing 
that I am absolutely innocent, was to 
submit myself to the court and stand 
trial in the ordinary course of the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law. 

“My counsel, however, advise me 
| that such n course would amount to a 
practical surrender of the sovereignty 
of the state in violation of my oath of 
, office. They declare, on the other 
hand, that It is tny duty under the con- 
i stitutton to decline to waive the inde- 
j pendonce of the executive department, 

! that it would be a violation of my oath 
of oflice so to do and that such a 
! course would necessarily result in em- 
barrassment of the state government. 

“They point out, and with unanswer- 
able authority, that the exemption of 
a governor from arrest and trial upon 
criminal charges during his term of 
j office Is not a personal privilege, but

“I accept these conclusions ns irre- 
vocable by their very force, pointing out 
to me the course I should pursue, and 
I shall therefore not attempt to waive 
the constitutional exemption.”
